This is the third article on Shem, 
Ham and Japheth, the three sons of 
Noah and their 
children; 
holding 
th a t the Hamites were type* of the 
natural, 
fallen, 
unconverted 
man; 
and that the Shemites were types of 
the regenerate children of God, and 
th at the Japhethites are types of the 
sanctified children of God. 
In other words, these three tribes 
represent the three different grades 
of character that each individual is 
called of God to obtain while passing 
through 
the 
three 
dispensations— 
th at of the Father, that of the Son, 
and that of the Holy Ghost— which 
God has ordained 
and 
immutably 
fixed as the only way unto eternal 
Ufo and everlasting joy at His right 
hand in glory. 
We have already shown Ham and 
his descendants, according 
to 
the 
scriptures, to be the most lascivious, 
un-godly and wicked of all the na­ 
tions of Bible history. 
Bible history also shows that the 
Hamites and especially the Canaan­ 
ites, the descendants of Canaan, the 
youngest son of Ham, on whom Noah 
seemed to especially direct the curse 
pronounced upon Ham for his un­ 
clean 
and 
wicked 
conduct— (Gen. 
9:20 to 29)— were always the roost
